In Chip Kelly, UCLA 
has an offensive fellow 


With his up-tempo approach to moving the football, 
Bruins’ new coach ‘revolutionized’ the college game

Inthe winter of 2007, Mike 
Bellotti was struggling to 
ignite his offense at Oregon. 

The Ducks’ football 
coach had tinkered with the 
spread formation but, after 
a couple of seasons, wasn’t 
getting the results he 
wanted. So he went looking 
for help. 

Oregon hired a 43-year- 
old assistant named Chip 
Kelly who had spent years 
quietly developing a version 
of the up-tempo scheme at 
tiny New Hampshire. 

“My philosophy has been 
to coach an attacking style of 
football,” Kelly said at the 
time. “And stretch the de- 
fenses in as many different 
ways as you can.” 


Major college football 
would soon be introduced to 
a man who would alter the 
way the game was played, a 
man who is assuming con- 
trol of UCLA’s beleaguered 
program. 

Kelly will be introduced 
Monday as UCLA’s football 
coach. The school an- 
nounced his hiring Saturday 
morning, less than 10 hours 
after the Bruins — under the 
direction of interim coach 
Jedd Fisch — defeated Cali- 
fornia, 30-27, in their final 
regular-season game. Kelly 
received a five-year, $23.3- 
million contract. 

“He’s obviously a tremen- 
dous coach who under- 
stands the concepts of 
spreading the field and cre- 
ating opportunities for big 
plays,” said Bellotti, now an 


analyst for ESPN. “I also 
think he’s a very good evalu- 
ator oftalent and avery good 
recruiter.” 

To say that Kelly in- 
vented the hurry-up offense 
would be an overstatement 
— he built on the work of oth- 
ers, including Rich Rodri- 
guez, the current coach at 
Pac-12 Conference rival Ari- 
zona. 

Oddly enough, the New 
Hampshire graduate began

WASHINGTON — When 
he was named special coun- 
selin May, Robert S. Mueller 
III was hailed as the ideal 
lawman — deeply experi- 
enced, strait-laced and non- 
partisan — to investigate 
whether President Trump’s 
campaign had helped with 
Russian meddling in the 2016 
presidential election. 

The accolades squared 
with Mueller’s valor as a

Despite court action 
upholding Prop. 66, 
when executions will 
resume is uncertain.

When the California 
Supreme Court upheld a 
voter initiative in August to 
speed up executions, some 
death penalty advocates as- 


sumed lethal injections 
would resume before the end 
ofthe year. 


Three months after the 
court’s action, both backers 
and opponents of the death 
penalty concede that execu- 
tions might be more than a 
year away. 

Gov. Jerry Brown’s ad- 
ministration has yet to final- 
ize an execution protocol, 
which is necessary to resolve 
a federal court case that has 
blocked lethal injection in 


California for nearly 12 years. 
An injunction stopping ex- 
ecutions also is pending in 
state court. 

“Brown is the shot caller” 
in the litigation over lethal 
injection, said Michele 
Hanisee, president of the 
Assn. of Deputy District At- 
torneys for L.A. County. 

Hanisee expects the 
state to finalize a lethal in- 
jection protocol by January, 
but if Brown “doesn’t want it 
to move forward quickly, it 


won't move forward 
quickly,” she said. 
Although no one can now 


predict when executions will 
resume, UC Berkeley law 
school Dean Erwin 
Chemerinsky said “itisjusta 
matter oftime.” 

“The uncertainty in all of 
this,” he added, “is what will 
Jerry Brown do.” 

Brown personally op- 
poses the death penalty but 
enforced it as attorney gen-

Marine rifle platoon com- 
mander in Vietnam and his 
integrity as a federal prose- 
cutor, senior Justice Depart- 
ment official and FBI direc- 
tor from 2001 to 2013 — the 
longest tenure since J. Edgar 
Hoover’s. He was praised by 
former courtroom allies and 
opponents, and by Demo- 
crats and Republicans in 
Congress. 

But at 73, Mueller has a 
record that shows a man of 
fallible judgment who can be 
slow to alter his chosen 
course. At times, he has in- 
timidated or provoked re- 
sentment among subordi- 
nates. And his tenacious yet 
linear approach to evaluat- 
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Mueller’s record doesn’t 
always match reputation 


ing evidence led him to 
fumble the biggest U.S. ter- 
rorism investigation since 
Sept. 1. 

Now, as he leads a sprawl- 
ing investigation aimed at 
the White House, Mueller’s 


prosecutorial discretion 
looms over the Trump presi- 
dency. 


On what terms would 
Mueller offer immunity from 
prosecution to investigative 
targets? How broadly will he 
interpret his mandate to 
look into not only the 2016 
campaign but also matters 
that “may arise directly from 
the investigation”? 

Will he target Trump’s
